In a midwestern city , a high scho o f 
teen-ager was ho spitalized to be treated 
fo r an addictiv e drug (no t hero in). Ev i­ 
dently cured, back in scho o l, he was 
giv en a sp orty new car fo r his birthday 
by his happy parents. 
No t to o lo ng afterward, scho o l o ffi­ 
cials called the bo y ’s mo ther to ask why 
he had no t been to scho o l fo r sev eral 
day s. The mo ther, no harsh disciplinari­ 
an but a quiet-spo ken, gentle-spirited 
wo man, went in search o f her so n. She 
fo und him in the scho o l area, back o n 
drugs, driv ing idly aro und. 
When she demo nstrated with him .1 n<i 
threatened to take away his car, the bo y 
kno cked his mo ther do wn in the street 
and dro v e o ff. leav ing her there. She had 
to be ho spitalized briefly . 
To day the bo y is o ut o f scho o l, minus 
car. liv ing away fro m ho me. He needs 
psy chiatric care, but do cto rs tell his 
mo ther the city ’s psy chiatric wards are 
so filled that the co rrido rs are being used 
fo r bed space. His case is no t co nsidered 
serio us eno ugh to co mpel admittance. 
Let's go no w to a city farther west. 
An admirable y o ung bo y . a high achiev er 
in many fields, well-adjusted and go o d- 
humo red. recently was arguing with his 
mo ther o v er the gradual lengthening o f 
his hair. 
“ Yo u just do n’t understand,” he said 
as she fled the ro o m. 
To ano ther listener, he ex plained what 
his mo ther did no t get. 
“ Ev ery bo dy at scho o l ta priv ate acad­ 
emy ) wears his hair this way , so I do , 
to o . I feel I hav e to , because I do n’t do 
any o f the o ther things mo st o f the rest 
o f them do .” 
Do es that include using drugs’’ 
The bo y ’s answer was “ v es.” He said 
he had been appro ached sev eral times, 
had alway s rebuffed the y o uthful push­ 
ers, and was no w left alo ne. 
Tn a large eastern city high scho o l, 
i teen-age student twice in recent weeks 
has been a witness to little enactments 
o n the “ drug scene,” inco ntro v ertible 
ev idence that drugs (po ssibly hero in in 
o ne instance) were being used. 
Befo re deciding whether o r no t to re­ 
po rt these incidents, the student had to 
weigh the questio n o f po ssible bo dily 


harm if v engeful drug users disco v ered 
who repo rted them. Nice age, isn’t it? 


Back to the Midwest, to a fair-sized 
univ ersity , a lo v ely y o ung girl, no t a to p- 
rank student but plainly capable o f being 
captiv ated 
by 
imaginativ e 
teaching, 
to ssed in the to wel early in her seco nd 
v ear. She elo ped with an earnest y o ung 
man in a mo dest-sized to wn who had to 
skip co llege because he is his mo ther's 
so le suppo rt. 


Did the co llege’s “ brutal imperso n­ 
ality ” turn this y o ung girl o ff? No t at 
all. What turned her o ff, and her who le 
life had been pro o f o f a deep liking fo r 
peo ple, was the crude behav io r o f her 
male and fem ale co llege asso ciates. 


Her ex perience, as to ld to me, was that 
a disco ncertingly large pro po rtio n o f her 
female co llege mates were, at wo rst, 
petty thiev es—and at best gro ssly and 
co ntinuo usly inco nsiderate in their day - 
to -day perso nal dealing with her and 
o thers. 


Hardly a week passed when she did 
no t so me article o f clo thing o r o ther per­ 
so nal po ssessio n to the girl thiev es in her 
do rmito ry . Many times she fo und the in­ 
co ntestable pro o f later in o ther girls* 
ro o ms. 


As fo r the male students, this attrac­ 
tiv e. sensitiv e y o ung girl summed them 
up as being, almo st witho ut ex ceptio n, 
arro gant y o ung sex ual v ultures to who m 
the girls were simply targets witho ut 
feelings. 


I hav e just heard co mparable testi­ 
mo ny fro m ano ther y o ung girl who at­ 
tended a large midwestern univ ersity . 
Thiev ery was co mmo n. 
No w I hav e no way o f kno wing ho w 
general such co nduct is in the higfi 
scho o ls and co lleges o f this co untry , since 
statistical measurements are inadequate. 
Girls who steal o ther girls’ blo uses in 
do rmito ries seldo m make the po lice blo t­ 
ter. 
Any o ne who has so me no tio n that this 
kind o f co nduct is no t widely prev alent 
in this co untry is no t in to uch with the 
real wo rld o f to day . Drugs and thiev ery 
are easy to deplo re. The flo o d o f human 
inco nsiderateness is the mo re puzzling 
thing to face. 
Go al: China Rappo rt 


Tt can be said with assurance that the 
talks with Co mmunist China no w' begun 
in Warsaw o ccupy a v ery impo rtant 
place indeed in President Nix o n’s new 
fo reign strategy . 
In simple fact, as the Nix o n men put 
it, Mao Tse-tung’s China is so large, so 
v igo ro us and so strategically situated 
that, regardless o f what the United States 
do es, Peking’s actio ns will hav e a v ery 
po werful effect o n the future o f all Asia 
fro m J apan to India and 011 critical areas 
in Africa, Latin America and the Middle 
East. 
We hav e already seen the v ery large 
effects that China’s actio ns are hav ing 
3n the So v iet Unio n and the wo rld Co m­ 
munist blo c. 
What Red China do es can hav e a v ery 
stro ng influence o n U.S. defenses and 
arms spending. A principal reaso n fo r 
building the Safeguard antiballistic mis- 
sle sy stem is to pro tect American cities 
against Mao ’s future nuclear m issiles. 
Therefo re, as Nix o n and his adv isers 
see it. the United States must do what it 
can (ho wev er futile the attempt) to in­ 
fluence the actio ns o f Mao and his suc­ 
cesso rs. 
What results there are will surely be 
v ery slo w in co ming. There may be no 
results at all. 
Because o f the impo rtance that Nix o n 
attaches to this matter, it is wo rth re­ 
co rding here in detail the tho ught" o t o ne 
White Ho use so urce. 
First o f all, he say s, the Chinese are 
o bv io usly a great peo ple. They hav e the 
lo ngest unbro ken reco rd o f go v ernment 
in o ne area o f any ex isting civ ilizatio ns: 
and seco ndly , 8 00 millio n peo ple repre­ 


senting 25 per cent o f the human race 
is a facto r that canno t be igno red. They 
will influence internatio nal affairs what­ 
ev er we do . They are a reality . And their 
po licy , fo r go o d o r ill, will determine the 
po ssibilities fo r peace o r pro gress what­ 
ev er we do . 
A co untry o f this size and weight is 
go ing to affect all surro unding co untries, 
again, irrespectiv e o f what we do . 
Therefo re, if it is true that the big 
pro blem o f the nex t 20 y ears is to build 
mo re permanent peace, then it seem s to 
us impo ssible to build a peace, which we 
wo uld define as so mething o ther than 
lust the av o idance o f crisis, by simply 
igno ring these 8 00 millio n peo ple. Whether 
they are aggressiv e o r relativ ely peace­ 
ful o r so mething in between is bo und to 
effect the who le structure o f Asia and o f 
many o ther parts (o f the wo rld). 
No r do we o v erestimate what we can 
do by unilateral actio n to ward them. 
They will make their decisio ns o n the 
basis o f their co nceptio n o f their needs 
and o f their ideo lo gy . But to the degree 
that their actio ns can be influenced by 
rnrs, we are prepared to engage in a 
dialo gue with them. 
The mo re a repo rter go es into this 
matter, the clearer it beco mes that no 
ine ex pects talking with Peking will be 
easy , including the men who reco m­ 
mended the appro ach. 
“ One special pro blem o f dealing with 
China — co mmunism apart.” say s a 
fo reign affairs specialist with y ears in 
the business, “ is that it has no ex peri­ 
ence in co nducting fo reign po licy with 
equals.

PROFESSION, the 
Protestant clergy is in one of 
the sev ere financial strains of 
this centu ry . Nev er ov erp aid , 
now' the av erage p astor is 
cau ght in a two-way sq u eeze 
— falling receip ts and infla­ 
tionary costs. 
THE HISTORIC p rofessions 
of law, med icine and the min­ 
istry ' hav e gone in v ery d iffer­ 
ent d irections. The first two 
are able to ad v ance fees and 
salaries with the cost of liv ing 
or ev en the p ersonal 
asp ira­ 
tions of a grou p or p artner­ 
ship . The clergy man, who is 
p astor of a local chu rch, mu st 
work with a local board and 
the mood of his congregation 
— and the retu rns of the an­ 
nu al fu nd d riv e. Emotionally 
and financially this has been 
a tou gh y ear in the theological 
trenches. 
LAST su mmer the Ju ly is­ 
su e of “ Here and Now” (a 
p u blication ou t 
of D a y t o n, 
Ohio) had a rev ealing article 
by Ollie King on chu rch fi­ 
nances. 
It was p ointed ou t 
that the av erage congregation 
has 
a 
membership 
of 
223. 
These 
Protestant 
chu rches 
v alu e their sanctu ary , ed u ca­ 
tional bu ild ing and manse at 
abou t $72,000 They p ay their 
p astor, ou t of an annu al bu d ­ 
get of $17.000, arou nd $5,200 
a y ear. Another $1,800 comes 
from fees and car allowance 
and the estim ate of what the 
hou sing is worth if a p arson­ 
age is 
p rov id ed . Wtih this 
k ind of income, y ou can see 
why more ministers’ wiv es 
mu st work if the family is 
going to eat or think abou t 
college for its child ren. 
UNFORTUNATELY, 
t h i s 
h a s generated 
criticism 
in 
p lace of u nd erstand ing. Writes 
one friend : 
“ Too often nowad ay s the 
m arried clergy is either u nd er 
p aid or ov ersu Dp lied with ma­ 
terialistic bent, so that mis­ 
tresses of the manse neglect 
both family and chu rch by 
emp loy ment as teachers, sec­ 
retaries 
or what 
hav e 
y ou , 
and the general resu lt in or­ 
ganized religion v erges on the 
tragic.” 
THE REAL trap ed y , for the 
clergy , is the d istressing situ ­ 
ation of thou sand s of men 
hav ing to seek emp loy ment 
bey ond 
their 
chosen 
field . 
Most p astors hav e p u t in sev ­ 
en y ears of acad emic train­ 
ing. A majority now find that 
not only will their wiv es be 
emp loy ed , bu t they mu st con­ 
sid er secu lar p ositions them­ 
selv es. 


IN THE p a st y ear Christian 
Herald has receiv ed at least 
one inq u iry ' p er week from 
clergy men of all d enomina­ 
tions seek ing gu id ance, assist­ 
ance or d irection in gaining 
emp loy ment bey ond the insti­ 
tu tional 
chu rch. 
Esp ecially 
alarmed are Catholic p riests 
who mu st ex p ect a significant 
retraining p rogram for bu si­ 
ness or ind u stry or secu lar 
ed u cation op p ortu nities. Prot­ 
estant ministers hav e a small 
ad v antage 
here 
since 
their 
seminary ed u cation inclu d ed 
more cou rses in cou nseling 
and offered significant field 
work op p ortu nities in clinical 
training. 
THIS 
WEEK 
brings 
the 
news 
that 
the 
Ep iscop al 
Chu rch is p rep ared to mak e 
d rastic rev isions in its semi­ 
nary ’ ed u cation. Consolid ation 
of 
p rop erty 
and 
facu lties 
seems imminent. Of 11 ex ist­ 
ing schools, only fiv e may 
su rv iv e the y ear. Su ch mer­ 
gers and alliances mu st hap ­ 
p en to thou sand s of congrega­ 
tions if ministers are to be 
fed and chu rches staffed . 
IT IS SIMPLY imp ossible 
to 
op erate 
a 
meaningfu l 
chu rch on 817.000 a y ear for 
6 0 or 70 p eop le on a Su nd ay 
morning. One wav or another, 
there will be abou t 100,000 
Protestant 
chu rches 
at 
the 
end of this centu ry — not 29 6 ,- 
000. Many of them will be 
d irected fu ll time by lay men. 
Many more will be staffed by 
p astors who also work “ some­ 
where else” to su p p lement 
their income. It is a time of 
su rging change and the clergy 
is cau ght in the mid d le.

packed auditorium. 
“ But after the first 10 min­ 
utes, he accidentally knocked 
his lecture notes off the lectern. 
“They fell down into the or­ 
chestra pit. 
“ But 
instead 
of continuing 
with 
his 
address, 
which 
he 
probably had delivered to doz­ 
ens of other audiences, Mr. Car­ 
negie stopped right there. 
“Then he asked one of the 
ushers to retrieve his notes. 
“Next, he told the crowd that 
he had to retire to one of the 
dressing rooms back stage to 
reassemble his speech notes. 


“ So he left them for five min­ 
utes, in shocked surprise that 
a professional orator should not 
be 
able 
to continue 
without 
notes.” 
Preachers, Beware! 
“ Dr. Crane,” many aspiring 
public 
speakers 
will 
inq uire, 
“should I write out my speech 
in full and then memorize it 
in advance?” 
To which I usually reply: 
“ Yes, write it out not once 
hut a dozen times! 
But then 
throw’ your manuscripts away 
and talk spontaneously!” 
For it is boring to an audience 
to listen 
to a 
man read his 
speech. 
And even if he doesn’t read 
it from the printed pages, he 
will still keep trying to remem­ 


ber what was at the top of such- 
and-such a page, so he will be­ 
come indirect. 


Thus, he will fail to maintain 
keen eye-contact with his audi­ 
ence. 


And his words may then come 
forth haltingly. 
“ But, Dr. Crane,” you may 
inq uire, 
“ shouldn’t a 
speaker 
have any notes with him at 
all?” 
Yes, it is q uite proper to jot 
down a dozen “key” words that 
indicate fields of information or 
anecdotes and jokes. 
But topnotch orators are so 
full of their subject m atter that 
they become fired up by their 
own 
enthusiasm 
before 
they 
have progressed three minutes 
into their address. 
“ Dr. 
Crane,” 
I 
am 
often 
asked, “ how do you 
prepare 
your public speeches?” 
Well, my formula can be vis­ 
ualized by the usual merry-go- 
round or carrousel. Suppose it 
contains 12 ponies. 
Figuratively, those 12 repre­ 
sent my major points, anecdotes 
and jokes. 
Before I finish, I figuratively 
aim to ride all 12 ponies! 
But which one I start with 
depends on the spur of the mo­ 
ment or what the chairman has 
said in his introduction. 
But I ahvays have in mind 


my terminal paragraph and fi­ 
nal sentence, usually an appro­ 
priate and lofty bit of idealism, 
uttered by some famous man 
of the past. 


Ideally, “key” your address 
with an appropriate “text” or 
basic idea, contained in a fa­ 
mous q uotation from the past. 
Then “ride your ponies” till 
that final peroration!
